receive their questionnaires.

St. Paul, Sept. 25.—John Ireland, 
archbishop of the St. Paul diocese of 
the Catholic church for thirty years, 
diet! at 3:55 this morning. 
John Ireland was born in Kiljenny, 
Ireland, Sept. ll, 1838. 
He 
was 
brought to this country by his parents 
when ll years old. 
For the first few' 
years the family 
lived in 
Boston, 
Mass., and Burlington, Vt. Then John 
was taken to St. Paul. 
At the paro­ 
chial school the future archbishop 
found 
a 
playmate 
in 
Thomas 
O’Gorman, now bishop of Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota. 
The two were marked by Bishop 
Cretin, famed French missionary, who 
sent them to France to study for the 
priesthood. Ireland was ordained Dec 
21, 1861. 
He returned to America 
v/hen the civil war brok6 out and en­ 
listed with the Union Army. Rated as 
a chaplain. Ireland bunked, ate and 
fought with the privates. 
Archbishop Ireland was 
a 
close 
friend of the late Jam es J. Hill, his 
work with the church fitting in with 
the colonizing labors of the railroad 
maker. 
He was also the firm friend 
of President McKinley and Roosevelt. 
Under Roosevelt’s adm inistration he 
settled the Philippine F riar land con­ 
troversy. 
Among other honors the 
prelate 
held an LL. D. degree from Yale, was 
a commander of the French Legion of 
Honor and a form er National Chap­ 
lain of the G. A. R. He was of demo­ 
cratic tendencies. 
By choice he rede 
about in street cars, talking with p ar­ 
ishioners and workingmen. 
A monument already stands to his 
memory. 
It is the million 
dollar 
cathedral here.

the drawing will have less effect upon 
determining the order of the call than 
did that for the nearly 1,000,000 men 
who turned 21 before last June 5. 
Order numbers for all the 
13,000,- 
000 men will be drawn, but youths of 
18 and men between 36 and 45, 
will 
not be classified until the boards have 
given classification to all the men be­ 
tween 19 and 36, who are the first to 
receive their questionnaires. 
In 
the 
meantime, many of the 19 to 36 class­ 
es will have been inducted into 
ser­ 
vice. 
Reports received today by Provost 
Marshal* General 
Crowder 
indicated 
that satisfactory progress 
is being 
made by local 
boards' in

registration 
cards, but in one or 
two 
instances 
mistakes have made necessary the re­ 
numbering of the cards for all regis­ 
trants under their jurisdiction.

brought to this country by his parents 
when 11 years old. 
F or the first few 
years the family 
lived in 
Boston. 
Mass., and Burlington, Vt. Then John 
was taken to St. Paul- 
At the paro­ 
chial school the future archbishop 
found 
a 
playmate 
in 
Thomas 
O’Gorman, now bishop of Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota. 
The two were marked by Bishop 
Cretin, famed French missionary, who 
sent them to France to study for the 
priesthood. Ireland was ordained Dec 
21, 1861. 
He returned to America 
when the civil war brok£ out and en­ 
listed with the Union Army. Rated as 
a chaplain. Ireland bunked, ate and 
fought with the privates. 
Archbishop Ireland was 
a 
close 
friend of the late James J. Hill, his 
work with the church fitting in with 
the colonizing labors of the raProad 
maker. 
He was also the firm friend 
of President McKinley and Roosevelt. 
Under Roosevelt’s administration he 
settled the Philippine Friar land con­ 
troversy. 
Among other honors the 
prelate 
held an LL. D. degree from Yale, wag 
a commander of the French Legion of 
Honor and a former National Chap­ 
lain of the G. A. R. He was of demo­ 
cratic tendencies. 
By choice he roue 
about in street cars, talking with par­ 
ishioners and workingmen. 
A monument already stands to his 
memory.
